EXTRAORDINARY FACT. 











IN the year 1755, when the Edyftone Light-Houfe on the coaft of 
England was on fire, as the light-keeper was looking up towards the 
lantern, a quantity of lead, diifolved by the heat of tlie flames, fud- 
denly rufhed like a torrent from the roof, and fell upon Jris head, face 
and fhoalders, aad burnt him in a dreadful manner: trom this moment 
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he had a violent internal fenfation, and imagined that a quantity of this 
lead had paffed his throat and got into his body. 

He invariably told the furgeon who attended him, Dr. Spry, of Ply- 
mouth, if he would do any thing effeftual to his recovery, he mutt re- 
lieve his ftomach from the lead which he was fure was within him, 
The reality of the affertion feemed, however, incredible to Dr. Spry, 
who coale fcarcely fuppofe it poflible that any human being could ex- 
ilt after receiving iad lead into the ftomach; much lefs that he 
fhould afterwards be able to bear towing through the fea from the roek, 
and alfo the fatigue and inconvenience trom the length of time he was 
on getting on thore before _ remedies could be applied. The man 
however did not fhow any fymytoms of being much worfe or better 
until the fixth day after the accident, when he was thought ta mend ; 
He conflantly took his medicines, and {wallowed many things, both 
liquid and folid, till the tenth or eleventh day ; after which he fudden- 
ly grew worfe ; and on thetwelfth, being feised with cold fyeats and 
{pafms, he foon after expired. His body was opened by Dotior Spry, 
and inthe ftomach was found a folid piece of lead of a flat oval term, 
which weighed feven ounces and five drachms, So extraordinary a 
circumftance appearing to deferve the notice of the philofophical 
world, an account of it was fent to the royal fociety, and printed in the 
49th volume of their tranfaétiens, p. 477.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


ST. PETERSBURG, (Ru/fia,) Apri 18. 

HE Grand Duke ot Ruflia feems to be progreffing exa@ly in the 

{teps of his unfortunate father, and unlefs the Grand uchels 
fhould poffefs a heart replete with all the benign virtues, he will one 
day experience the fate of Peter the IIId. He himfelf expeéts it, an- 
ticipates it, and is therefore deeply chagrined. He now keeps, in 
quality of miftrefs, Madamoifelle Nelidoff, one of the maids of honour 
to the Grand Duchefs, one of the uglieft and moft peevifh creatures in 
the world. Sucl: qualifications are not the -moft proper to {often the 
temper of a Prince, who is every day becoming more gloomy, feroci- 
ous, and forbidding. He has no longer confidence in any body : The 
courtiers hate him; the military, that are immediately under his com- 
mand, are difgufted with his {triét attention to trifles and unrelenting 
feverity ; the guards defpife him; in one word, the day that he mounts 
the throne, endlefs revolutions will be the confequence, and will no 
doubt put a period to the brilliant career that has diftinguifhed the 
reign of Cathartne. Such a profpeét adds to the chagrin of the Grand 
Duke. He is vexed at his own infignificance; he is continually 
quarreling with the Emprefs, his mother, and even GOES. fo far as to 
threaten her. His tll ufage of his confort, the Grand Duchefs, has 
occafioned a remonftrance on her part tothe Emprefs. Touched at her 
ftatement of matters, the Emprefs,caufed the Grand Duke to come 
into the city from his country refidence. She then held a converla- 
tion with him, befitting a mother and a fovereign; but the Duke re- 
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lied to her neither like a fon or fubjeé. He ufed arrogant language, 

in the flyle of aman who is fully convinced of his own importance, 
and badly fupports bis own infignificance. When he returned to his 
chamber, all who came near him were {ure to fee] the effeéts of his 
chagtin. He complained of being furrounded with {pies and traitors ; 
and mentioned more than once that people were around him who were 
plotting to Sepals him as his father had been before him, but that, pre- 
vious to any {uch event taking place he would fend at Jeaft a dozen 
perfons to the other world, whom he knew-to be his enemies.

Notwithftanding tbe pacific ailurances given by this court in ref[peé 
to the affairs of France, there is every reafon to miftruft its obf{cure 
policy. A whole year has been {pent in completing the troops of the 
line, and befides thefe the provincial regiments are arming. Thefe 
regiments form in the whole an army of 15 or 16,000 men, and are fo 
organized that the whole of them may be collected in a few days. 
The garrifon of Nice is confiderably augmented, Confidering the ex- 
haufted ftate of our Treafury, however, there 1s reafon to think that all 
thefe preparations may be folely meant for internal defence.

Extra& of a letter from Parts, April 25. 

‘* A robber and affaflin was this day the firft to expetience the fatal 
effe&t of a new machine for the execution of criminals. He was fe- 
curely bound to an upright pillar, which turning upon a hinge laid 
him 1n a horizontal pofition with his head in a kind of apperiure like 
that of a pillory. The boards that confined his head were double to 
admit between them a blade of enormous weight, which rnfhing down 
upon an inclined plain divided the neck with certain and inftanianeous 
elfect, and no doubt without much fenfation of pain to the fufferer. 
A bafket placed before him received the head ; the bleeding unk 
was again érecled, and both were immediately fent away. ‘Though 
there 1s fomething awful in this punifhment, the populace, wlio coolly 
difcuffed its merits, faid, “ they fhould relifh it better than hanging.’ 
The honour of the invention being due to M..GutLiotin, Phy- 
‘fician, political writer, and a diftinguifhed Member of the Firit Aflem- 
bly. It is univerfally called the Guillotine. Could his modetty, 
however, have forefeen that he fhould go by this road to immortality, 
itis much to be doubted whether he would have availed himfeltf of the 
verfatility of his talents.”

Yefterday at 17 o'clock, the inhabitants of this town met at Faneuil 
Hall, for the purpofe of confidering the fituation of the town relative 
to the Smafl Pox, On this innportant fubjeét the concourfe of citizens 
was fo great, that it was found neceffary to adjourn to the Old-South 
Meeting-houfe. ? 

The imall pox having appeared in feveral families, within the laft 
week, the Selectmen, on the petition of a number of citizens, thought 
proper to take the fenfe of the Town, with regard to a general inocu- 
lation.—After confiderable debate, by which it appeared that the difor- 
der was not a¢tually in more than two families, befides thofe in the 
hofpital, the queftion was put, on a motion purporting, That the Se- 
le&tmen continue their exertiuns to prevent the fpreading of the difor- 
der by removing fuch peifons as are or may be infeéted, to fuch places 
as they may think proper to provide ; which paffed in the affirmative 
by a very large majority.
